The annual report of the State Board of
Bducation of Masvachumatts, recently sub-
mitted to the legislature, furnizshes many
Inetructive facte regarding  popular eddca-
ton tn one of the foremest states of the
unton, The enrollment of children hotween
the ages of 6 and 15 Inh 1884 amounted to
408,808, an Increase durlng the year of
8078, This is 2,084 In oxcinn of the svirage
Ineroars Muring the past ten years
number of children enrolled In the publie
pohoels of 1804-06 Is 4125088, an incrense of
11,084 for the year, Thin Increase Is 3411
Jarger than the Increase In the number of
ghildron between 6 and 15, and Indicates an
fhoreasing tondeney on the part of those
outelde of the Nmite of 6 and 15 to altend
pohool, due, probably, to the growth of
Rindergartens In some measure and of high
schools in A larger measure.

Add to the number of ehlldren In the
public schoois the number returncd as at-
tending private schools (64,688), and the
grand total s 477281, This siumber la 17

The number of children returned as com-
fng within the compulsory #age Hmite, 8
and 14 years—8 and 16 years In towns hav-
tng Industrial training as a part of Lheir
courss of studies—is 265182, The number
af children In public and private schools s
80 per cent Iarger and the number of ohil-
dren In public schools alone in &6 per cent

Under the hend
be normal school graduates " the report
gaysy "'To cstablich a requirement which
would limit the tenching force of the state
Lo graduates of pormal gehools would be an
Injustice to gradustos of colleges and
geademies, und to those rare indlviduals,
wherover Lhey have studied, who hove a
gening for teaching. The normal gchools
have @o right to Inelgt that they alone glve
adequate training fur  the  profession of
tegoher. But the state, which has placed
publie sehool education as the corner stone
of its structure, and then provided normal
gehonly a9 the moans by which such eduen-
tlon can be extended to all, has a right to
fnsizt that all teachers In the commonweilth,
wherever edueated, shall attaln at least a
minimum standard of proficiency. ‘There-
fora, agnin, as o logieal sequonce, the legls-
Jature shonld require not only the proper
examinntion ond certification of all teachers,
but that each teacher should bhe equipped
with some study—at least a year's—in pro-
fesslonal training and practice.

AR n fact, college graduatos often ohject
Lo golng to any of our present normal schoola
to acguire the theory and practice of teaching,
and thus It may be weoll for the board at no
distant time to consider further the ex-
pedienicy of @ year's course, directed from
gome central station, by which collegs gradu-
aten.can be admitt d to grammar and high
gohools for practiee work, just ag puplls are
now. admitied to medel and practice schools
in conneotlon with each normal #chool, Such
a coursa need not Inyolye tha orection of
another bullding nor the éatablishment of a
Inrigs corps of teachers, In this way teachers,
g0 far as professlonal tralning ia eoneernad,
wonld stand related to the state tather than
to the olty or town, whiks from such well-
equipped netructors each eity or town eould
make itx own seleetion. In other words, this
board should at least miaintain the principle
of profecalonal training for collego gradu-
at

teacher In the towns rang's from $8 to §10 a
wesk, while others not eo trained recelve but
$6.  OConsrquintly  small  fowns  desiring
normal {zichers may requirte stats ald, which
poulldl be granted, over and above the presmt
apportioned quota of ald, on ccnditlon that
such extra ald should be applied to salaries
only—tho towns confributing as much as be-
‘m;u

In regard to the bodily ills resulting from
‘tha use of unsatisfactory school furniture, It
i3 said that It may be oxpedient for the
board to appoint a valuntary expert commis-
slon, composed of moedict]l men and mechani-
ol enginrers, who shull estublish standards
for graded sizes of the modern school desk,
anid chairs which shall distort nelifaer the
spine nor the shoulders, Larger bathing
facilitlea are also suggested. (

Among the recommendations of the board
are Lthe following:

Universal supervision, one of whose chilef
alms Is to secure good new teachers and Lo
tone up exlsting teachers,

Tha professional training of tenchers, to be
promoted by requiring tnat, after a desig-
nated time, no primary or grammar school
tencher ghall b= appointéd who has not had
the equivalent of a four yoars' high school
course and of a two years' normal echool
conrse; and no high school teacher eghall be
appointsd who has not had the equivalent of
& college course and of at least one year of
professionnl tralning.

Additlonal help by the state lo the smaller
towns, partlcularly to towns upon whom new
and unprecedented obligations have beon or
may be placed, to the end that they moay af-
ford to secure nnd be able to retaln competent
teachers.

The as:urance to every properly qualified
child in the commonwealih of as clear a
right to firet grade high school Instructicn
and to the usunl optlon therein as I8 now
guaranteed by legislatlye action to chlldren
in towns of more than 4,000 Inhabitants,
Anomalous ds It may seéem, this larger right
belongs to children in towns wlhose valuation
ia leps than $500,000 and whos: expenditures
for high school tuition the state reimburses,
while for chlldreén in towns of high*r valo-
atlon but of less than 4,000 Inhabitants this
larger right elther does not exist or It 5 ex-

Augukta J. Chapln  preached
her last eerton In this city yesterdany morn-
Ing at the First Unlversallst chureh be-
fore almost the entite congremation of the
chuteh as well as n namber of vigltore, The
phstor has resigned In order to spend some
time in travel abroad. 8Bhe will soon leave
Omiaha with the best wishes of all who
come In contaect with her during her
two years" residence and work In this city.

After the sermon the pastor announced
that ghe would take the opportunity of spenk-
Ing n fow words of farewell preéparatory to
hor European Journcy. She eald that she
shoiild be gone an indefinlte period, perhaps
n year, maybe several. Although she was
reluctant to leave the church, she thougit
that It was best for her to go. *“The spe-
clal work which I eame here to engage In
le now finished,” sald Dr, Chapin, “and you
are now ready for a pastor who shall tome
to remaln permanently with you. [ should
hieve Hked to remaln here until June, but
I fear my health and strength would not
bear with me until that time. During my
two venrs' stay In Omaha I have canght
something of the spirit of western life, and
I must say that I have enjoyed it. 1 think
Omaha hag a great future before it, Its pros-
pects, in my mind, belng more brilllant
than those of any other ecity In the entire
west, The pregent clond of business de-
presglon which now hangs over your city
will =oon paEs away, and I hope and Dbe-
lieve that when 1 come agaln to see you
the clty will be thriving and prosperous.

“The work of the two years that we
have heeén together has been done under
great dificulties. The thing most ereditable
to you iz that you have held out, You had
two years of qulet though effective Chrig-
tian endeavor. Yeu have prospered and 1
hope richer success may be granted to you
‘'n the [future,

“I shall not be present at the installation
of the new pastor, so [ shall take thls op-
partiunity of saying o few words that I
should speak at that time. I want to urge
you to help the new pastor. I do not mean
help him as regards money matters alone.
Be [riendly with him, "invite Him to your
Womes and welcome him heartily. ‘Help
the new minlster’ is the best motto any
parigh could have. Keep your next min-
leter. There is no reason why he should
not stay In Omaha ten years. Buccess will
not come In & day. To have a pastor who
nlm_ll grow up with the parish and shall
know every member of the congregation in-
timately is a gtand thing.

“I part with you with regret, and yet
with great hope for the future. I believe
that you will hold the fort as in the past
and prosper abundantly.'

It was announced at the conclusion of the
sermon that Rev. Amos Crum of Webster
Mty, Ia,, had been recommended for the
vacant pulplt by Secretary Demorest of Hos-
ton. He wlll preach here February 2 and
9. Dr. Chapln spoke highly of the man
that Is likely to succeed her as minister
here, and asked that the church recelve
him heartily and work with him zealously
should he be selected to fill the vacancy.

BANKER YATES AS PREACHER

have

of n Single Standard
Realm of Mornls,

“The Standurd of Value” was discoursed
upon by Henry W. Yates at the services of
the Young Men's Chrigtian association yes-
terday afternoon. The topie, a financlal one
upon its surface, was handled from the
standpoint of a banker and a business man,
who developed the fact that there was as
much need of a single standard In character
as In money. In fact, Mr. Yates' address
conslsted of the tracing of an apalogy be-
tween these two propositions,

The early part of the speaker's remarks
wang devoted to a sketch of the history of
Nnance from the timea of barter to those of
the present, when the system !s based on
the gingle standard of gold. Value first aroze
and then the search for a material for money
was begun. It was necessary to find some-
thing that had in itself an intrinsic wvalue,
and gold was finally chosen. Thie standari
belng adopted any fluctuation was bound to
end In disaster,

Incldentally Mr. Yates referred to the
prezent money agitutlon. He stated that
cven when s!lver was on equal fooling with
gold the latter was the single standard by
which the other was measured, He beld
that the United States could not make Ell-
voer the monetary standard and while it
might be made such by international sgree-
ment it would take conslderable time.

From this polnt Mr. Yateg drew his anal-
ogy. He stated that there was & need for
every Ind!vidual to measure hls character
by some standard, upon which everylhing
In his home and clvil life must depend. It
mugt bée a sound gtandard, continuing
stable at all times, a divergence meaning
disaster. This stapdard was to be found in
the character of Christ. It had been adopted
after every other standard set vp by the
philogophers of the ancient world had been
In some way found unstable,

Mr. Yuotes held that since the adoption
of Christ as a standard the world had been
incaleulably benefited, It was sald that the
church had degenerated, but the epeaker
claimed that at no t!me had it béen as power-
ful gs It wag nt present, In every hranch.
The Catholle church, while it had lost its
temporal power and its domaing, exerted
more spiritual power than at any time In its
history., In the same manner the other
churches had grown and there was not the
slightest danger that the standard by which
they were ruled would ever be lowered.

It was urged that the same etandard was
required by Individuals. Tt was someLmes
difficult for business men to distinguish be-
tween the spurlous and the genuine, as in
colns, but when the test was applied the
orignal was In the end recognized and ac-
cepted, gThe speaker eald that while business
men did not have much time to devote to
spiritun] problems they appreciated the work
¢f Christians and would be sure to finally
approve of it

Itev. Dr, Byles followed Mr. Yates with
a lew remarks In the spme straln, He urged
thut In the pursuit for dollars the character
should not be overlooked so that when later
life arrived the standard of Chrigt might
remain ag pre-eminent ag ever,

Mornee Clark Dies Pessamnbly by Wis
Own Mand.

Hornece Clark, an oldiman living
Coming street, Adie] Smwomiay from
twenty-five gralne of merphine,
thought to have committed sulcide,

Friday evening A patty; was glven by the
Clarke at their residence and the puests
a1d net leave untll A Jdte-Wour in the morn-
Ing. Mr, Clark slept poorty during the re-
mainder of the night, amd arcse about §
o‘clock He told his wife that he would
go to the drug store and get something to
eause him to sleep, and:ratarned again to the
house shortly before 9 e'vlock and went to
bed. AL noon one of the neighbore ealled
and wished to see Mr. Clark and his wife
attempted to arouss him, but failling to do
¥0, broame alarmed and culled In a physician,
It was found that he was under the In-
fluenee of a powerful drug and all restoratives
were applied In vain, the patient dying at
1& o'clock that night.

Clark hian been A resldent
clty for over ten yenrs,
prssesyed of conslderable property
when ht arrived in Omaha. He
was at times addicted to drink, and during
these perlods would spend monsy lavishly
Five years ago he sold some property in
lowa and with the proceeds, $2.800, he
started on A gambling tour of the sporting
houses of the eity and squandered the groater
part of the nmount. Mrs. Clark called in the
ald of the police and her husband wag
locked up at the otation wntll he should
become sober. This eplsode, In eonnedtion
with another one which happeoed shortly
after, In which Clark beeame Involved with
a woman living at his hous: named Jessie
Doan, caused a number of family Jars, and
he and his wife are sald to have lived un-
happily tcgether ever ginee.

Last summer Clark was arrested on com-
plaint of his wife, charging him with wife
beating. A truce was patched up between
thém for a time, but it 1= sald that trouble
frequently broke out anew,. During the last
yvear Clark supported himsell and family as
a grading contractor and teamster, but tha
living 1s sald to have been of a meager des-
eription, Hig  death was undeubtedly
brought on by despandency, due to financlal
matters and troubls In hig family alfairs,
An Inguest willl be held at the morgue this
morning at 10 o'clock, The deceased was
69 years old.

terest, for It is a pleasurs {0 mect again
Wwith the men whom 1 knew so well a half
century ago when the sthte of lowa wnas
belng formed, and recall the reminiscences
of that period, But much of the pleasurs of
this gathering will be lost to me this year,
for 1 shall misse very much Indeed two of
my old colleagues, Since we last met Ed-
ward Wrlght and @, G. Wright, men_who
were prominent in ITowa's territorinl affalrs,
have pnssed away, and largely on that ae-
eount 1 have not yet decided whether or not
I care to attend the reunlon.

“Yes, 1 think n good deal of my old as-
socintions with lowa. It wns there in 44,
while John Chambers was territorinl gov-
ernor, that 1 firat entersd polities. There
wag n propoeition before the people to or-
ganlze the territory Into two, dividing it by
ruttiing a north and south line through It
With a number of others 1 took off my coat
and got out and worked hard to defeat the
measure. Yes, we did 1t. but the sequel
came two years later, when the entire tor-
teritory was about to be organizel Into a
state. The people came to me and eald
‘yvau Ald =0 well In the fight of "44 that you
mgt come and work with us on thig propo-
sition. 1 did not want to do so, but al-
lowed myself to be persuadel. So I was
chosen to it In the constitutional convention,
which 1 did, The ter:tltory was admitiel
as n state on December 28, 1546,

“Thus it was that I entersd politics ffty
yents ago. There has been very Hetle time
wince then that I have not heen directly
or Indirectly Interested In political affairs
of one kind or another. 1 have often sald
that by going into that canvass of 44 1
started into politics only to =poill a gooid
business man, becauge 1 was getiing along
well st that time”
